A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT

A they Is Run Over hj a Utah Central Train
at tanninston and Instantly Killed

FAIIMINTTON Davis county Nov 2
Special to TIC HclALDA horrible and

fatal accident occurred at this place about
530 clock this afterno resulting in the
death of David Smith who was nearly 14

years of age and i son of Jesse W and
Catherine Smith residents of Farmington

The unfortunate youth with five or six
other boys was standing about one hun
dred yards north 01 the Utah Central depot
When the southbound freight tram came
along young Smith tried to jump bn one of
the cars but in so doing he fel under it
and eight of the cars passed his body
cutting it in two except some of the skin
and sinews also crushing his left hand and
left leg from the hip to the knee and the
middle of his right arm and his right foot

An inquest was held over the remains by
Thomas J Steel justice of the peace and
jurvmen E T Rose J M Secrist and J
1 Smith Their verdict was accidental
death with no blame attached to anyone

The parents are nearly distracted with
grief

Boys have been so venturesome in spite-
of the remonstrances of the trainmen in
jumping on and oft of moving trains hero
that an accident of this kind has been
almost expected to occur and that some
effective measures have notben adopted by
the proper authorities long ago is the only
exception that can be taken to the verdict
of the coroners jury that no blame at
taches to any one

The coroners jury engaged in making-
an examination of the cause of Mr
Warns death convened at the sextons
office yesterdai morning and after a few
hours delay adjourned to meet again ut5
o clocl in the afternoon owing to a lack of-

a quorum and absence of witnesses On
resuming the afternoon session Professor
Hirschmg was present and made the fol-

lowing report of the result of the analysis
made by him of the contents of bottle
number 1 the bottle found in Veech bed
after his departureS-

The exteral appearance of tne body ex-

amined yesterday indicated nothing The
pupils of the eyes were practically norma

neither contracted nor dilated
heart was perhaps near y double its natural
weightthough not so very Itrge but was

The left lung wu compara-
tively free from lns while svehl
studded with black spots found in almost
all lungs The right lung was firmly ad-

herent to the chest wall throughout its
whole extent and deeply congested
almost a blue black color The smaller
bronchial tubes were largely dilated
There was considerable static congestion
of the right lungat the lower pOl
tion which might hiavs ben expected as
she lay on her right side constantly There
was but little fluid in the pericardium or
heart sack perhaps two ounces of a straw
colored fluid As to the heart there was
no disease of tho valves but the cavities
were filled with largo coagula which may
have been post mortem No pus was found-
in the bronchial tubes The stomach pre-
sented no unusual appearance whatever
The fluid contents weie of a molasses color
practically odorless and without any special
characteristic Ihelii ing membrane of the
stomach and its wrinkles rug vere ex-
amined and there was no evidence in the
stomach of a corrosive material The
mucus membrane of the some
what eongesscd pucctite in appearance
especially the low ei curv atui e and near the
iloric orifice The piloric valve and
a portion of the duodenum presented the
same appearance ib3 smaller intestines
were deeply congested almost a purple
color and containing a peculiar
yellowish mass which was Iuittenaceous and as far as I
contained no elements of blood The
stomach itself was of a normal size not
distended and containing about Iper cent
of fluid similar to that found the lutes
tines The hv ei w as not enlirgcd but pre
seated every evidence of congestion The
lobules of the liver were well marked bi
their color The consistency was firm and
tho other appearances that of a normal con
dition The spleen was of the natural size
and good color The left kidne was the seat
of n peculiarly diseased condition which-
of itself was extremely unusual All of the
secreting portion of the kidney was de-

stroyed and replaced by caseous material
opening into the nelvis of the kidney and
making the kidney entirely worthless no
part of the secreting portion of the kidney
being useful under any circumstances it is
impossible to say how long this degenera-
tion had been going on but undoubtedly
for four years at least The right kidney
was in a fairly condition but upon
opening it I found in one of the mfuudib-
uli two calculi or btones about the
size of a small pea They are what-
is known as renal calculi otherwise
he kidnei was in good condition and Un-
doubtedly had for years been doing the
work of both The intestines were all
glued together and to the omentura and
mesentery and each attached bi adhesion
not only to each other but to the abdominal
walls This is necessarily the result of
some previous inflammatory action what-
ever that might have been The adhesions-
were so firm that it required the use of the
knife and scissors to loosen them up
Passing now to the womb the two

both right and left were
the seat of a cystic trouble The
womb itself was composed pimci
pal of four fibroid growths one occupy
ng the boy of the womb about the size

of goose egg one outside of it about the
size of a hens egg one about the size of a

walnut and one about like the end of a

thumb The right thigh and leg was nearly
double the size of the other and upon its
nder and porterior surface were four
deep ulcerations unhealed and about the
size of tho end of a finger There
were no evidences of disease about
the groins or external genetive
The bladder was empty and collapsed
Theothei abdominal viscra were as befoic
stated glued together so as to require con
siderable dissection to separate them As
to the brain the condition was a good one
practically that is a nominal condition
with one exception and that was a pecular
cvstic appearance of tim
vieusens otherwise the brain was healthy
in every particular and no evidences-
of inflammatory condition In all my
autopsies and study and reading I never
saw nor hoard of anything like this
fringe which was full of little whitglobules on both sides of tho
This could not have been iS sudden
growth and it undoubtedly took years
Time general condition of the body was
that of perfect health and the patient
would weigh about one hundred and forty
or one hundred and ff pounds

The woman was complexion had
a heavy head of hair slightly tinted with
g1oY and a beard covering the chin about
threeeighths of an inch long There was
no discoloration of the body except a static
condition of the neck and shoulders which
might be expected in a few hours of death
I saw no evidence of poison having been
administered but I have plenty of evidence
for disease from natural causes

The woman was absolutely living with
one kidney if anything shou1happen to
it urea would collect in and cause
a muttering delerium slight convulsions
coma deathher symptoms as I have
heard themand this appears to mo the
most feasible theory of the cause of her
thathI The recsil calculi found in tho
right kidney would have a tendenci to stop

it acton I C3 aside of potassium hawould have lived fromuseto after taking the dose and-
as the cyanides are not accumulative a
slow system of poisoning with them could
riot have been accomplished If the arsenic
mercurial or similar poisons would have
been used they would have accumulated-
and resulted in final death but
then poison would readily have
been detected Something might have
been given by leech that would
causing the action one remaining
kidney to cease thus causing the uiciiic
condition of tho blood which would pro-
duce death within a few days It looks to-

me that a man leaving under these peculiar
circumstances and beiugher only relative
in the territory up to some devil-
ment

with four Inndiaus and seizing a white
woman told her that if she did no inform
him where his wifes tent was he would
kill her Time terrified woman pointed it
out Geronimo took his wife and
was again at large having ac
complished one of the most daring
deeds ever recorded This notori
ous Indian belongs to theChmcihuabranc
of Apaches who arts natives of bonora
and in their best days never numbered-
more than four hundred wa =rio s
Through long and fearful years their
tracks were marked bi the corpses of out-
raged women butchered men and blazing
homes but now they no longer go about
collecting tithes of blood and plunder from
travelers and defenseless citizens and are
remembered as a past evil not as a living
curse No romance of the noble red man
lingers over this land where they lived
only bloodcurdln tales of murders and

innumerble
The Yaqui Indians are as different from

the ferocious Apaches as black from white
and it would be as unjust to trace any par-
allel between the two nations as between
their respective chief tans

The Yaqui natien has always maintained
a virtual independence in Mexico being
ruled by their own customs even during
colonial times and being actualy free from
any government but since IbJl
They are an agricultural people the bone
and sinew of labor in Sonora and Sinaloa
They claim a royal charter for their lands
from Spain and are quite abe today to
maintain themselves feeble re-
public which is too poor to pay even its de-
partment clerks Although hard I hersand brave soldiers the Yaquis are
to peace and their late struggle like sev-
eral preceding ones was for the self gov
ernment to which they have been accus
tomed as they regard the Mexican repub
he as a rather weak upstart neighbor who
desires undue supremacy

It is JOO years since Catholic missions
were established

AMONG THE TACJLIS

and the rudiments of European civiliza-
tion developed Their skill as boatmen is
renowned Their pottery and the clothes
they weave from cotton wool and native
fibres is unsuipassed and they own great
farms mines which they work patentindwell and vast herds of cattle
stock Their proper home is along the

river which rises in the Sierra
Madre and runs across Sonora in a south-
westerly

¬
direction crossing the Sierra del

Ia irrno and emptying into the Gulf of
California a few miles from Guainias

Their houses are generally from six to
ten feet square with walls of wild cane
hound together by withes the roofs
thatched with palm leaves There are no
windows and the low doorways are hung
with pontoons so to speak of old blankets
or strips of faded cotl The Yaquis are
particularly saddlery and the
manufacture of straw goods Their
earthenware is remarkable and the
blankets they weave by land are even bet
ter than those of the Navajos so firm and
fine the texture that water mayr be carried-
in them without leaking a drop By the
way in war they have

AMETHOD OF DEFENSE

as nov el and effectual as it is simple Lay
ing their blankets in a stream untithoroughly wet each Indian carries
a pole stretched out straight bi a cross
piece at the top held high enough to just
clear the ground and it is said that show
ers of bullets grapeand cannister striking
these swaying bulwarks glance oT harm
lessly to the earth never penetrating one
ot them

With very few exceptions a Ya jui de-

sires nothing more than a suflicicnci of
food and to be let alone in the practice of
lipreditary customs and is the most peace
ful industrious and inoffensive of crea-
tures when not interfered with A pan ol
wide short drawers and a shirt
worn with flaps outside is all
the clothing he has any use for

except perhaps a blanket when
the nights are chilly His wife wears only
i petticoat and scanty chemise with the
addition of a rebosa thrown over her head
when she desires to dress up while the
children almost to marriageable age

like mother Ewe before the fashion of fig
leaves Though copper colored they are
universally handsome having good fea-
tures fine eyes abundant black hair and
pearly teeth Though extremely resolutcharacters and not to bo dauntdany obstacle in the carrying their
plans they are by nature lighthearted
and happy and very fond of the
native dance and music in which all

excel They are naturally suspicious of
and though some have lived

among them from childhood and adopted
many of the customs of civilization they
are stilt Indians at heart faithful to the
uses and the traditions ot their ancestors-
In somo of these settlements the women are
exceedingly fair and those are called

Coyotas the children of Spanish priests
and Indian women Their language is not
unnatural easy to lear and capable of
being reduced t grammatical rules

Though Dost of them understand Spanish
I thpy invariably use their native tohgu
when addressing the whites knowing perk
fectly well that they are not understood
fromwhich fact they seem to derive

AN ENDLESS FUND OF AMLSEMENT

In conjugal relations they are not all sub
jectto the greene ed monster frequently
exchanging partners When a wife elopes
with another mm she is seldom pursued
her loss being borne with philosophical in-

difference and her place quietly tilled bi
another In swapping wives when one
in handsomer or younger than the other 0pig a pair of fowls or a blanket is some
times thrown in to hoot

When the Spanish government first tool
notice of this tribe it granted them the ex
traordmaji privilege of raising tobacco for
their own consumption on their own
lands and the plant i sti extensively
cultivated bv them this tobacco
is not of the same kind a that
used by the whites While our
tobacco plant has broad green
leaves that of the Yaquis has a narrow
yelowish leaf not nearly so strong as ours

any disagreeable taste Itiis
called the macuchi and when gathered is
rolled into large balls and covered with
com husks

probably descended from the same original
stock known as the Mjut over whom
Chief Jose Cajemi also limed chieftaincy
and who live along the Maya river which
runs parallel to the Yaqui on the south of
it Among the latter tube are many fair
haired and oluecved Indiansprobably-
owing to the fact that they bear no ani-
mosity to thewhitcs allowing tise latter to
dwell in their towns which the Yaquis
will never do

There is another Sonora tribe many
miles inland called the Giaspronouncd-
Hcalas They tako
GUts sums and are very friendly to the
whites frequently visiting Guaymas and
Hcmosillo in large parties accompanied-
by chiefs who speak Spanish fluently
These are taller than their neighbors and
their strong point like Ssmson is in the
profusion of hair which they wear long
both males and femalesand take great
pains to preserve

Wegavc a general description of the
methods of packing Juries in this district In-

a former communication and all that is
necessary to say m this connection is that
the trial jury was one of regulation
kind and would compare favorably with
that heroic j uii that was the pride and boast
of c United States Marshal Dubois which
he declared vvoild convict Jesus Christ
if brought within its jurisdiction So when
the prosecuting attorney m addressing tIme

honorable gentlemen said 1 have ample
confidence Oentleinen that you will bring
in a verdict of guilty against the defend-
ant it wise pretty cert un he was correct
btaudrod knew his men ehey were the
right men for the piosecution sonic of
thcin apostate Mormons md Mormon
haters every one of them

The most loudmouthed and blatant
among them was on apostate Mormon who
has been indicted and convicted on a charge
larceny This United States juror dur-
ing the trial had the bad taste to declaim
against the defendant and declare him
guilty before the case had been submitted
This declamation was in a public barroom
and was in contempt of the instructions
giv en by the court in defiance of the law
and of the rights of tIme defendant who
should be considered innocent until proved
guilt

The examination of the witnesses showed
conclusively that there was no evidence
within the period named 111 the indictment
that was m any way damaging to the dc-

feudant or tint would m the remotest
manner justify a conviction and in any
other class of cases it would insure in ac
quittal Impressed w ith this audition of
the case the defendants ouascl on mo-

tion urged the court to dismiss the case
for the reason tint the prosecution had
failed to prove any often c committed
within the time specified and in fact had
failed to produce one particle of evidence
that could possibly justify lonviction
and challcnned the pi osecuion and court to
point to aiii such evidence for the simple
reason there was none It is baldly iicces
sari to say the motion was overruled Time
judfeo would not assume such rcsponsibll
ity He is a Democrat and holds his office
on condition that he continues to please the
Republican local bosses who it is said
boast that they have his head under their
thumb

The defense was ably conducted and al
that could be desired but the odds wero
against the attorneys and their client The
judge in his charge a former jury of this
district said they should LO for the local
leaders of the Mormon church The
juries now impaneled were of the stereo-
typed kind they are nearly always present
on these occasions and are bound to convict
when a com iction is demanded by the pros
ecu tion 01 thic court

consideied a circumstance tending to his
conviction hilt m the present case finding
10 such evidence trecourt charged the jury
that supporting their former wives cut no
hgurc m the question

It was however in closing this remark
iblo charge that the couit meds Its most
Brilliant effort Sinking its hoary locks
and looking vvonderfulli wise and deter-
mined the court said If entleuien you
find the defendant lived in the same town
as his plural wives the presumption of
law is that they were living together is
husband and wife And so with evidence
no stronger thin that contuned in this list
preposition this honorable jury after
few minutes consultition rendered a ver-
dict of guilty as charged in the indictment

The ca e will be appealed to the Tern
tonal supreme court if permitted bj the
august tribunal of the third judicial dis-
trict
